THE  IMPORTANCE  OF  VOTING 

During  the  month  of  March  we  had  our  town  election.  As  I  looked 
at  the  evening  paper,  I  wondered  if  we  all  knew  the  real  importance  of 
voting.  In  our  first  year  of  high  school  we  took  civics,  which  gave  us  a 
start  in  the  understanding  of  our  government,  and  our  history  classes 
gave  us  an  even  clearer  vision  of  this  subject.  Through  our  studies  and 
through  practical  experiences,  we  know  that  our  life  is  the  democratic 
form  of  life.  However,  do  we  realize  the  importance  of  your  vote  and 
mine  in  a  democracy? 

Just  recently,  last  summer  to  be  exact,  a  vast  sum  of  money  was 
appropriated  by  our  town  for  a  new  school.  Before  the  actual  construe- 
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tion  of  the  school  could  begin,  committeemen  had  to  be  elected  and 
plans  had  to  be  prepared.  Doubtless,  the  referendum  was  an  important 
guide  to  the  people  responsible  for  our  new  school. 

How  does  this  entire  matter  fit  into  the  theme  of  this  discussion? 
The  committeemen  had  to  be  elected  and  they  had  to  be  men  of  keen 
foresight.  Many  of  these  men  were  appointed,  but  were  appointed  by 
the  elected  officials  of  the  town.  The  latter  were  chosen  by  the  people 
who  took  the  time  to  go  to  the  polls  in  the  last  election  of  the  town  offi¬ 
cers. 

Voting  is  not  a  God-given  right  by  any  means;  rather,  it  is  a  privilege. 
In  the  totalitarian  countries  this  privilege  does  not  exist.  The  right  to 
vote  is  a  part  of  our  American  heritage,  but,  not  being  God-given,  could 
be  destroyed  in  the  event  that  our  country  should  ever  be  overpowered 
by  a  totalitarian  state. 

The  majority  of  us  have  a  few  years  to  go  before  we  ourselves  become 
entitled  to  exercise  this  privilege.  Yet,  we  must  keep  the  points  just 
discussed  always  in  the  back  of  our  minds,  for  when  we  do  go  to  the 
polls,  we  must  be  assured  of  the  importance  of  each  vote.  The  same 
principles  also  apply  to  our  corporations,  churches,  businesses,  and 
social  clubs.  These  clubs  are  run  on  a  democratic  basis  and  often  are 
very  influential  in  the  life  of  a  community.  For  many  reasons,  the  right 
men  must  be  elected  to  offices  in  these  various  organizations. 

So  as  we  look  back  over  this  article,  we  find  that  the  act  of  voting 
is  as  important  as  the  issue  involved.  The  individual,  therefore,  is  an 
all-important  part  of  the  democratic  framework  around  which  our 
country  is  built.  Neither  through  carelessness  nor  thoughtlessness  should 
we  fail  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  voting  privilege.  Such  a  privilege  should 
be  precious  to  every  citizen  of  our  land.

It  was  nip  and  tuck  all  the  way  as  N.  A.  held  on  to  a  scant  lead  to  take 
the  game  in  the  final  minutes  of  play.  At  the  three  quarter  mark,  North 
Andover  had  a  47-40  lead  as  they  commenced  to  put  on  the  “freeze”.

Join¬ 
ing  him  in  double  figures  were  Andy  Zigelis  with  15,  Norman  Heinze 
with  14,  and  Vic  Battaglioli  with  11.  Zigelis  also  kicked  in  with  his 
usual  top-notch  rebounding. 

North  Andover  vs.  Tewksbury 

The  tournament-bound  Scarlet  Knights  of  North  Andover  High, 
already  champs  of  the  Lowell  Suburban  League,  concluded  a  two-game 
sweep  over  all  League  opposition  (12-0)  as  they  drubbed  Tewksbury 
here,  72-31.  It  was  also  the  Knights’  17th  win  in  20  starts. 

North  Andover,  drawing  some  fine  shooting  and  rebounding  from 
Andy  Zigelis,  rolled  out  to  a  20-8  lead  in  the  first  eight  minutes  of  play.

The  Knights,  forced  to  give  away  precious  height,  saw  a  three-quarter 
46-36  lead  shrink  to  53-50  early  in  the  final  period,  but  then  forged 
ahead  with  a  great  team  display  to  win  their  way  into  yet  another  pre¬ 
lim  engagement  at  Northeastern  University. 

Actually,  it  was  a  fine  team  effort  from  start  to  finish;  one  that  includ¬

North  Andover  was  eliminated  from  the  Tech  Tournament,  in  a 
closely  fought  battle  at  Boston  Garden,  by  the  score  of  61-57.  The 
Knights  led  throughout  the  first  three  periods,  with  Vic  Battaglioli  and 
Andy  Zigelis  doing  most  of  the  scoring  on  fast  breaks  against  Wareham’s 
full  court  press  defense  which  the  Knights  had  much  difficulty  with 
throughout  the  game.  North  Andover  led  at  halftime  24-23,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  third  period  47-41. 

But  in  the  fatal  fourth  period  Wareham  suddenly  came  alive  to  score 
four  quick  baskets  to  lead  55-51.  Still  the  Knights  managed  to  come 
almost  even  with  Wareham  with  only  2:20  remaining,  when  a  steal  by 
Norm  Heinze  resulted  in  a  basket  and,  following  a  brace  of  fouls  by 
Spillane,  Battaglioli  tossed  in  a  jump  shot,  making  it  55-57.  But  that 
was  as  close  as  the  Knights  could  get.  The  final  score  was  57-61. 

For  the  Knights,  Battaglioli  was  credited  with  high  scoring  honors, 
caging  17  points,  followed  by  Zigelis  with  16.

Coach  William  Larochelle  and  Co-Captains  Norman  Heinze  and  Ted 
Snell  accepted  a  trophy  presented  to  them  by  the  president  of  The 
Lowell  Suburban  League  for  winning  the  title.  This  trophy  was  given 
to  them  just  before  the  All-Star  game  which  North  Andover  won,  giving 
them  an  overall  league  record  of  13  wins,  no  losses. 

Congratulations  to  Coach  Larochelle  and  the  boys  for  a  fine  season 
and  to  Rob  Munroe  and  Andy  Zigelis,  co-captains  of  next  year’s  team.
